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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that the housing on the 
device of Cutter prohibits the lever from being exchanged from one end to the other end. The examiner argrees that the housing as 
shown on Fig. 1 of Cutter will interfere from the handle from being mounted on the other end of the shaft. However, at issue is whether 
the handle on the device as claimed is capable being exchanged with the stopper. It is the examiner's position that the modifed device of 
Cutter teaches all the claimed strucutral limitations and capable of exchanging position of the handle and stopper as claimed. Applicant 
further contends that Frederick does not show a handle that is exchangeable from one end of a shaft to the other end. The examiner's 
rejection relied on the teachings of Frederick for the use of a pin and holes on the handle and shaft for removably securing the handle on 
the shaft. The examiner notes that Applicant's admiited prior art (e.g., Fig. 2 (a)) shows an example of a housing capable of 
accomodating handle members (e.g., handle member and stopper) at both ends of a shaft. 
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
